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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office Action is in response to communication filed 5/25/02 (paper #8). Claims 1-41 are 
pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 5/25/02 have been fiiUy considered but they are not persuasive 
because of the following reasons: 

In response to Applicant's argument that neither Friedman nor Caid teaches or suggest 
identifying type matches base on knowledge vector wherein knowledge vector differs from 
context vectors, examiner cannot concur because both the knowledge vector of the claimed 
invention and the context vector of the reference cited performed the same function (i.e. 
equivalent). In fact, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e. knowledge vector 
are generated manually , are of variable length, and are weighted based on semantic rather that 
statistical factors ) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations fi'om the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 1-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Friedman et al 
(Natural Language Processing in an Operational Clinical Information System") in view of Caid et 
al (5,619,709) as set forth in prior Office Action of 1/7/02 *paper #6).
